sequen t state p rim aries an d elec­ 
tions. 
Data which voters must sup p ly 
to 
the reg istrar includes n ame, 
sex. residence 
(township , section 
and ran ge n um ber in the case of

How perm anent the change may be 
no wav of predicting. But before this w ar is ended, 
industrial discrimination based on racial preju ices 
Will have been pretty thoroughly eliminated. 
This prediction is not based on any naive no­ 
tion tha t the millenium is just around the corner. 
There does seem to be a little ebb in the wave of 
anti-Sem itism which flowed high up to recemly. 
There are evidences of a slight improvement in the 
attitude tow ard Negroes.

po m inute tha t one cannot be certain they ex ist a t 


The walls of prejudice in industry are crumbling 
for the simple and effective reason that we do not 
have enough m anpow er to do the w ar job unless we 
utilize every available unit with utm ost efficiency. 
If personnel departm ents w’ere free to reject 
Jew s. Negroes. New Yorkrs, women, men w ith re­ 
ceding chins, and members of the Roman Catholic 
church—in other words, if industries were perm it­ 
ted to express the prejudices of their opera to is or 
em ploym ent m anagers in the selection of workmen 
we could not do w hat will be necessary to whip 
the axis. 
Therefore, w hether individuals or groups m ay 
like it, racial, religious, sectional and idiosyncratic 
bars are going to 
eblowered close to the ground 
w ithin a very few months. 
In the two calendar years now under way, we 
plan to triple our output of ships, quadruple our 
m anufacture of airplanes, triple our output of guns 
and munitions. 
We can do these things only if we u t 15,000,000 
m en and women into w ar factories by mid-Novem­ 
ber, 17,000.000 by next New Y ear’s, 20,000,000 by 
1944. 
We were using seven millions a t the begin­ 
ning of this year and only about nine millions last 
April 1. 
The W ar M anpower Commfssion has figured 
on sources for 12,500,000 soldiers and workers we

The Canadian director of aircraft production, 
Ralph Bell, did a good job of debunking the fallacy 
tha t w ar production workers are soldiers in the 
front line. 
The slogan tha t “the front line runs through 
the factory” is true, to the extent tha t the soldiers 
ability to fight depends upon the civilians ability 
and willingness to produce weapons. 
But as for 
relative sacrifice: 
“Soldiers of production in the front line of de­ 
fense—like hell,” says Bell; “52 to 85 cents an hour 
with tim e and a half and double time adds up to a 
lot more than $ 39 a m onth and bullets.” 


Na v a l Achiev ement 
One job, am ong others, that the Navy has done 
superlatively is the guarding of our troop convoys. 
Unless the record is broken now, and assum ing tha t 
censorship would not dare withhold such news, we 
have moved thousands of soldiers and m arines to 
the farthest corners of the globe w ithout the loss 
of a single troopship. 
Axis subm arines and planes did their best, by 
published accounts, to get some of the boys who 
w ent to N orthern Ireland. It is certain tha t sim ilar 
attack s were made on m ost convoys. 
T hat they 
w ent through unscathed Is an outstanding naval 
achievement.

W ashington, D. C., Ju ne 8 .— (A 
P )—The N azis are wringing 4L 
billion dollars annu ally , m ostly in 
goods, from the conqu ered p eop les 
of Eu rop e, the Foreign Policy as­ 
sociation said today . 
Du ring the last three y ears they 
hav e confiscated and looted enou gh 
m aterial w ealth to p ay for sev eral 
y ears of w ar p rep aration, said the 
association, a p riv ate research or­ 
ganization. 
Ernest Hedigar. who p rep ared 
the rep ort, estim ated th a t ev ery 41 
day s Germ an collects a su m equ al 
to the total it was ordered to p ay 
as rep aration for the W orld W ar. 
This sy stem of p lu nder, he said, 
has brou ght the conqu ered cou n­ 
tries of Eu rop e to the “v erge of 
fam inine.” 
Standards Subhuman 
“The health of the Eu rop ean 
p eop le is rap idly being imp aired 
and the danger ex ists that, w ith­ 
ou t su fficient food, liv ing in u n­ 
heated hou ses in the bitter w inter 
cold, m ost of 
occu p ied 
Eu rop e’s 
men, women, and 
children 
may 
gradu ally drift into a state of 
p hy sical weakness th a t will redu ce 
them to su bhu man standards,” he 
continu ed. 
“Their sp eedy 
liberation 
from 
Nazi domination is therefore the 
first condition of their salv ation 
and the su rv iv al of democracy in 
Eu rop e.” 
Tay Co sts o f War 
M ilitary conqu est, 
the 
su rv ey 
said, has been accomp anied not 
only by wholesale coniiscation of 
ev ery thing of im m ediate u se to the 
German w ar machine, bu t also by 
the ap p lication of an entirely new 
sy stem of inv isible and p erm anent 
looting. It added: 
“By imp osing so-called occu p a­ 
tion costs and ex acting other fi­ 
nancial tribu te German has been 
able, while keep ing the ap p earance 
of legality , to oblige the v anqu ish­ 
ed nations to finance its p u rchases, 
thu s su cceeding to a v ery large ex ­ 
tent in saddling the costs of its 
w ar on them .”

'Die American triu m p h means 
th at a corner has been tu rned in 
the second p hase 
of 
the Pacific 
w a r-m u c h sooner than many ex ­ 
p ected. 
This second* p hase began in the 
Coral Sea, after the fall of Jav a 
and the encirclem ent of the Phil­ 
ip p ines had ended the first stage 
—war on land. 
The task of the United States 
then became twofold; 
first, 
to 
strengthen qu ickly what areas re­ 
mained in control of the United 
Nations from A u stralia, throu gh 
Hawaii, to Alaska; second, to cu t 
down Jap an’s sea p ower to safe­ 
gu ard those 
areas from attack 
and at the same time p rep are for 
the ev entu al offensiv e. 
An effectiv e 
thou gh not 
de­ 
cisiv e sta rt toward this second ob­ 
jectiv e was made in the battle of 
the Coral Sea. 
Now the battle of 
Midway has seriou sly crip p led the 
Jap anese fleet and esp ecially the 
fleet air arm . 
Planes Play Big Part 
A ircraft p lay ed a p rincip al p art 
in both the Coral Sea and Midway 
op erations, and a m ajority of the 
dam age to enemy v essels was in­ 
flicted by div e bombers and to r­ 
p edo p lanes, 
su p p orted 
by * land 
based aircraft of all ty p es. 
Both battles p rov ed the Jap a­ 
nese hav e no monop oly on tenaci­ 
ty and ferocity of attacks. 
The 
Midway fight was not a hit-ru n 
engagem ent, bu t one in which the 
Americans sou ght and achiev ed 
decisiv e resu lts by p ressing home 
their attack s desr^te op p osition, 
disregarding losses and driv ing in 
for death blow’s. 
Midwray again showed bey ond 
dou bt 
th a t 
the American nav al 
airforce is better trained, better 
equ ip p ed, more skillfu l and more 
daring than the Jap anese fleet 
air arm —and the Jap anese nav al 
airforce is greatly su p erior to th at 
of the Jap anese army . 
Ou r nav al p lanes were strong­ 
ly su p p orted by arm y as well as 
Marine Corp s aircraft. 
Midway 
also 
re-emp hasized 
the dom inant im p ortance of air­ 
craft 
in the Pacific war. 
All of 
Jap an’s early v ictories were won 
m ainly

air su p rem acy 
and her only sev ere defeats—Ma­ 
cassar S trait.

The p rosp ect of a transp orta­ 
tion shortage 
which 
will cu rtail 
fu el ship m ents makes it desirable 
th at farm ers su bstitu te wood for 
other fu el where feasible, Liv ing­ 
ston E. Orborne, Director of the 
Illinois D ep artm ent of Conserv a­ 
tion, said today . 
Wood fu el, while bu lky and not 
as effectiv e, w eight for weight, as 
the mineral fu els (coal, oil, and 
their deriv ativ es), can be u sed 
adv antageou sly on farm s and in 
small towns where it is av ailable 
locally , thu s reliev ing transp or­ 
tation facilities. 
As there is no 
shortage of fu el m aterials, there 
is no adv antage 
in 
su bstitu ting 
wood where su ch su bstitu tion will 
requ ire 
transp ortation, 
ex cep t 
where the com p arativ e hau l can 
be m aterially redu ced, or where 
transp ortation facilities for other 
fu els are not av ailable, Osborne 
said. 
To giv e max imu m heating re­ 
su lts, wood shou ld be well season­ 
ed or thorou ghly air-dried. It will 
then contain abou t 15 to 20 p er­ 
cent m oistu re by total weight. In 
heating v alu e, one to two cords of 
wood are equ iv alent to a ton of 
anthracite coal, 
and a cord of 
the heav iest woods weighs abou t 
two tons. Fu el wood requ ires from 
six months to a y ear 
to 
season 
p rop erly . 
If intended 
for 
nex t 
w inter's consu mp tion, 
it shou ld 
therefore be cu t not later than 
this su mmer, Osborne said. 
Farm ers, 
in 
p rov iding 
them ­ 
selv es with fu el for their winter 
u se, can 
the same tim e p lace 
their w^bdlands in good growing 
condition by u tilizing the p oorer 
sp ecies—the dead,

Ru ssell L. Peters, ex ecu tiv e secre­ 
tary of the Commission. 
“Up to the 
p resent 
time, the 
commission 
has 
ap p ointed su ch 
com m ittees 
in 37 cou nties”, said 
Peters. 
"Each committee consists 
of civ ic leaders who are activ ely 
interested 
in redu cing 
the relief 
rolls in their 
resp ectiv e cou nties 
throu gh re-emp loy ment. 
“The work of these com mittees 
has been an im p ortant factor con­ 
tribu ting to the recent su bstantial 
drop in the sta te ’s relief rolls. The 
state's home relief rolls, for ex am ­ 
p le, will drop from 
101,630 cases 
in March to an estim ated 8 5,444 
in Ju ne, or by more than 15 p er 
cent. 
“Committees are now fu nction­ 
ing in the m ajority of the state's 
indu strial cou nties.
